And Blue Became 
the Britons. 


Glorious Race in Which 
Columbia Won. 


She Got Away Last But Came 
Home Decisively First. 
Sir Thomas Had the Breez 
He Wanted, But “Never 
Touched” the Cup. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) _ 
EW YORK, Oct. 1.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] In the most superb 
contest ever sailed by single-stick- 

ers for the America Cup, the unap- 
preachable white Yankee sloop Colum- 


bia vanquished today, in a piping 
breeze, over a triangular course. off 
Sandy Hook, the plucky Irish knight's 
challenger, Shamrock II. 

A wind from the northwest biew 
from start to finish, and at times it 
had a force of about eighteen knots. 
The Shamrock was beaten over the 
thirty-mile course by zm. 52s., actual 
time, and Im. 35s. corrected ime. It 
was the swiftest sailing on record, by 
sloops or cutters, in a cup rece. 

On the first ten-mile leg, with the 
wind a few points abaft the port beam, 
or when the yachts were sailing free 
and readily able to lay their course, the 
Columbia beat the Shamrock by 22s. 
On the second leg of ten miles, with 
the wind a few points abaft the star- 
board beam, in a quickening breesge, 
the Columbia did better than the chal. 
jJenger by thirty seconds. Im dead- 
to-windward stretch of ten miles, the 
Columbia added two minytes te her 
glorigus victory over, the 
carrfing vail that ever the 
seas. The cup undisputebly will not be 
lifted this staton. The Shamrock II 
probably never will be able, under any 
condition ef wind or sea, to score in 
a duel with the wonderful Herreshoff 
model of a vanished seasén, 

SIR THOMAS CHEERFUL. 
Sir Thomas Lipton accepted his de- 
feat with characteristic « cheerfulness 
and candor. He will try today to find 
if there is any sort of weather lurking 
in thé neighborhood of Sandy Hook 
that may give him a chance to view 
the Columbia from the quarter deck at 
the finish line. The popular, and also 
the expert impression is that Sir 
Thomass quest is hopeless, and that 
the Columbia will have “three straight" 
to her credit. 
SHAMROCK WEATHER. 

When the press tuf Walter, A. Luck- 
enback got to the starting line at the 
yellow lightfhip, the wind was weaving 
frosty lace on the tops of the short 
waves. The prophecy of the official 
weather sharp was in process of veri- 
fication. There was a chill in the blow. 
which was northwesterly, and folks 
who had not brought their overcoats 
shivered a bit. In approaching the line 
for their dash almost athwart the 
wind, on a course east one-half south, 
the yachts carried club topsails, fore - 
sails and Abs, with jib topsails on stops 
looking like sections of stout new haw- 
sers on the stays. Indubitably the 
Shamrock II had found her racing lines 
at last, as any one in the attending 
feet could see when the brine hissed 
along her ice rail and she leaned as 
leans the Tower of Pisa. Nobody was 
down leeward to help her lean to her 
work, All were thronged high along 
the weather side. The backers of the 
Irish boat remarked that it was her 
day, and if she did not win with her 
own sea and breeze, she never would 
win. 

Before it was time for the excursion 
fleet to start down the bay, the heaven 
was blue and clear. The wind still held, 
and the morning mists melted away 
and left the horizon open to view, with 
the promise of a choice sailing day 
and a chance for everybody to see the 
sailing. So down went the little and 
big boats, streaming across the upper 
bay and through the Narrows and out 
over the lower bay, and together again 
about the lightship, and as they ap- 
proached, the people who crowded their 
decks made out again ahead of them 
the tower of snowy canvas which they 
had learned to know as that of the 
Columbia and the tower of creamy can- 
vas which they recognized as that of 
the Shamrock II. 

OVER THE LINE. 

A few seconds before the starting 
gun boomed, Capt. Sycamore headed 
the Shamrock II. for the line, rounding 
under the stern of the committee boat 
Navigator. Capt. Barr also started to 
round the Navigator. Seeing that he 
was to leeward of the bronze cutter. 
he apparently made up his mind to let 
her have her way.

LONDON, [By Atlantic Cable.] Ac- 
cording to the Berlin correspondent of 
the Times, the Kreuz Zeitung discuss- 
ing the departure of Prince Chun and 
the popular interest associated with his 
journeyings through the empire, de- 
clares that it was time to stop these 
proceedings, which threatened to be- 
come a repetition of those which at- 
tended the visit to Germany of Li 
Hung Chang. The paper intimates that 
the proceedings indicated a lack of dig- 
nity on the part of certain commercial 
circles. It thinks the attempt to turn 
to “pettifogging” account this visit of 
the Chinese Prince is bound to impair 
the respect due to Germany abroad, 
particularly in China. 

Commenting upon the offer of the 
German government to restore to China 
the astronomical instruments taken 
from Peking and Germany's refusal to 
reconvey them to the Chinese capital, 
in view of the difficulties, he is of the 
opinion that the German government's 
offer amounts to a censure of those 
who took the instruments. The Chi- 
nese refusal, he observes, is character- 
istic, but does not exonerate those who 
were guilty of the looting.

Sugar Trust. 
THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—The Journal of 


Commerce says: 
| “President H. O. Havemeyer of the 
American Sugar Refining Company was 
at his office this week for the first 
time since his illness, and it has been 
learned that one of his first official acts 
was to authorize one of the most spec- 
tacular reductions in refined sugar 
prices that have ever been made. This 
was the reduction announced In Tues. 
days dispatches. It applies only ‘to 
those sections of the — in which 
the beet sugar competes. 

„he cut in prices to Missouri River 
points was to 3% cents per pound net 
for granulated. On Tuesday the net 
quotation was 5.03 cents net. In other 
words, Mr. Havemeyer has authorised 
a cut slightly in excess of 1% cents 


per pound. 

“To understand the importance of 
this cut to the beet-sugar manufac- 
turers it should be mentioned that the 
practice of the beet people is to make 
contracts for their entire production 
at prices based on the selling price of 
the sugar combine on the date of de- 
livery. The beet people have hereto- 
fore been easily able to dispose of all 
their sugar at a discount of 10 points 
from the American Sugar 1 bye 
pany'’s figures. This means, if the beet 
people live up to their contracts, that 
they will receive but 32-5 cents per 
pound for their product. 

“It is understood, however, that the 
beet-sugar people will refuse to recog- 
nige the cut made by the American 
Sugar Refining Company on the techni- 
cal ground that it is in restraint of 
trade. The beet-sugar refineries of 
Utah, Colorado, California and Ne- 


American Sugar Refining Company 
usually supplies sugar for the Mis- 
souri River points from its New Or- 
leans and Pacific Coast refineries. They 
now have, however, at least 20,000 bar- 
rels of granulated sugar held on con- 
signment at Kansas City and near-by 
points, shipped from New York during 
the latter part of July and first half 
of August. It is expected that this will 
have an unsettling influence upon the 
local market, but it is not expected 
that it will be followed by any impor- 
— cut in prices in the eastern mar- 
et. 

“No change was made in the sugar 
combine’s price for eastern markets 
yesterday (Wednesday,) and the dif- 
ference of 1.10 cents per und still 
holds between the price of the raw and 
the manufactured article. The Amert- 
can Sugar Refining Company people 
claim that beet interests can produce 
granulated sugar at 2% cents per pound, 
and that there is, therefore, a — 
profit, even at 3 cents per pound. 
is denied by the beet people.”

LATE-SOWN CROP EXCEEDINGLY 
RICH IN SUGAR. 


Keen Rivairy Among Farmers for 
Cash Premium Offered by Factory— 
Bean Harvest in Progress—Widow's 
Mishap at Husband's Funeral. 


SANTA MARIA, Oct. 2.—({From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.) Late- 
sown beets are maturing rapidly, owing 
to the absence of heavy fogs, and 0 
the prevailing warm winds of last 
week. The harvesting of this crop is 
progressing rapidly. Every team thet 
can de procured is pressed into th: 
service of hauling beets to the sugar 
factory, and the road between Santa 
Maria and the factory, a distance or 
six miles, presents a continuous stream 
of teams engaged in this business. The 
indications now of the extent of th» 
crop assures the sugar company ihat 
the yield will be ample to keep the fac- 
tory going through the remainder of 
this year. Both the extent and quai- 
ity of the crop improves as the season 
advances. The beets being delivered 
now are much larger in size than tho e 
delivered a month ago, and the per 
cent of saccharine substance much 
higher than those harvested then. The 
Siw premium which the company has 
offered for the best crop—the crop 
containing the largest tonnage to the 
acre, together, with the percentage of 
sugar yielded—is exciting no little 
terest, and leading to much specula- 
tion as to who shall be the winner of 
so large a prize. So far about one- 
fourth of the crop has been harvesteJ, 
and as the lands are cieared water is 
turned on immediately to prepare the 
soll for the coming crop. 
BIG BEAN CROP. 

A bunch of beans giown from one 
root on the Shuman ranch, two miles 
west of town, is on exhibition in Has- 
len & Tugler's store, contains 300 pods, 
with an average of five beans to the 
pod. This is a sample of what will be 
harvested from the 18,000 acres 
to beans in this valley during this year. 
Most of the beans have deen cut, and 
are now drying, preparatory to thrach- 
ing. Early-sown beans, however, aie 
being thrashed, and the first carload 
has been shipped, the consignment b. - 
ing to New York City.

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BELIEVED TO BE A VICTIM OF 
FOUL PLAY. 


Riverside Coroner Goes to Banzing to 
Investigate—Importation of Purple 
Scale from Los Angeles Intercepted

RIVPRSIDE, Oct. From The

While in its broadest sense 
it covers all phases of the study of 
plant life, it should be understood that 
when used in this sense it includes not 
only systematic botany, but physiol- 
ogy, pathology, bacteriology, pomology 
general horticulture with all their 
technical and practical ramifications. 
While as a matter of fact the word 
ny is more usually associated with 
study of the systematic relationship 
fication of plants, I shall use 

ip the broader sense in this paper. 
PLANTS TO DISPLACE ANIMALS 

AS FOOD. 

As te the importance of botany from 
a business standpoint or its relation to 
the advancement of the world and the 
world’s interests, a little consideration 
will show how essential this science 
is to practically all lines of life. As 


probable that plants will largely take 
the place of animals as food for man. 
This will become so for the reason that 
it will be more economical to use plants 
direct, rather than through the agency 
of animals, as is now done in many 
countries. For this reason the neces- 
eity for a better knowledge of plant 
wth will be highty important, and 
e tendency of the future wil! in all 
likelihood be toward increasing our 
knowledge as to the best means of 
developing plants for the purpose of 
meeting the requirements of civiliza- 
tion. In a broad sense, and as we use 
ft, botany covers the science of plant 
growth and the use of plants by man 
for food. clothing. medicine and to 
gratify a love for the beautiful. 
n will be seen, therefore, that for a 
young man there will be abundant 
business opportunities in this impor- 
tant line of work. Since the establish- 
ment of the agricultural experiment 
gtations in this county and the rapid 
development of important work in the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, the necessity for trained young 
men to take up studies such as we 
have briefly referred to is becoming 
more and more urgent. It is difficult 
at this time to sccure men properly 
trained and properly equipped for the 
of the work in ques- 


Speaking specifically of some of the 
fields now open. we may call attention 
to the important work wf the improve- 
ment of plants through breeding and 
selection. This is. properly speaking. a 
une of botanical investigation, and is 


increasing 
breeding and selection are becoming 
recognized, and the preliminary work 
that has already been done shows that 
great results may be accomplished in a 
comparatively short time. While it is 
true that some of the most important 
plant-breeding work has been accom- 
plished by men without special train- 
ing, yet these men possessed the in- 
herent knowledge so absolutely essen- 
tial and necessary to success. What 
the possibilities would be in the hands 
of one who, starting with this inher- 
ent knowledge, had received special 
technical training. and who would con- 
duct the work thoroughly and in a 
scientific ner. can only be im- 
agined. In South the necessity is 
arising for producing better grades of 
cotton, and to accomplish this the most 
promising field is through breeding and 
selection. There has also been felt 
the urgent need for citrus fruits, par- 
ticularly orange, more resistant to frost 
and diseases. As a meant of securing 
these fruits the scient'fic botanist has 
resorted to the important work of 
breeding, and as a result has obtained 
crosses or hybrid oranges, which have 
aiready shown their ability to resist 
cold and give promise of bearing fruit 
of good quality. 
INCREASING THE WHEAT YIELD. 
Statisticians have figured out and 
told us that within a comparatively 
few years the United States will not 
be able to grow the amount of wheat 
needed for consumption. This result 
fe based on present yields and the de- 


fs not considered, and that is, the great 
possibilities being opened through se- 
curing varieties of wheat better 

to existing conditions and 
yielding a larger quantiy of grain. In 
one State alone—viz., Minnesota—it has 
been possible in ten years to produce a 
variety of wheat which yielded 2% per 
cent. more than the best variety grown 
in the State up to that time. An in- 
crease of only 5 per cent. in the total 
yield of the country would mean a 
money value. at the present price of 
wheat, of somewhat over $16,000,000. The 
field here is an excedingly interesting 
and valuable one, and young men 
would do well to look carefully into it: 
for there are excellent opportunities 
along the line of developing new forms 
of cereals for special purposes. Doubt-

COMBATING PLANT DISEASES. 

We have gone into considerable de- 
tail in this matter of plant breeding. 
because it is an exceedingly important 
work, and will become more 80 as 
time advances. There are other fields in 
botany equaily as important, and they 
will soon call for young men of tech- 
nical training and ability. It is only 
within recent years that the question of 
the diseases of plants has come to be 
well understood. Fifteen or twenty 
years ago it was a common practice 
when the farmer and fruit grower lost 
his crops, to attribute the injury to 
Providence and let the matter rest 
there. Now, through the efforts of the 
national government and the experi- 
ment stations, farmers generally are 
familiar with the fact that many of the 
diseases of plants are due to para- 
sitic enemies which can be controlled 
in the same way that injurious insects 
can be prevented and destroyed. So far. 
ail of this work has been in the hands 
of government agents, such as the na- 
tional department and the state exper- 
iment stations. 

With the increasing demand for in- 
formation, however, and the develop- 
ment of intensive agriculture and hor- 
ticulture, the need for more specific 
and detsiled facts will doubtless arise. 
calling for the services of professiona! 

mt pathologists—or. using a phrase 
ess refined but probably better under- 
stood. plant doctors. country is 
now fairly well supplied with exceilent 
veterinarians, and there is no appar- 
ent reason why good opportunities 
should not exist for young men whe 
can properly diagnose plant aliments 
and direct means of controlling the 
same. This is particularly the case in 
large plantings of fruit trees and other 
important and valuable crops, where 
the necessity for constant advice and 
Suggestions are absolutely essential. 
Already in some cases, young gradu- 
ates of agricultural colleges and men 
who have had experience in experi- 
ment stations are finding profitabic 
employment in the way of directing the 
treatment of orchards for the preven- 
tion and cure of diseases. 


SOIL TREATMENT TO INSURE 
HIGH YIELD. 


Another branch of botanical science 
which has far-reaching effects and 
which has come to be known as hav- 
ing an important bearing on nearly all 
walks of life is bacteriology. It is neces- 
sary to call attention specifically to the 
many important fields into which this 
science reaches. Suffice it to say that 
many of the diseases of man and do- 
mestic animals are now controlled 
through the knowledge which thfs sct- 
ence has developed. In addition to the 
direction just mentioned there are 
other fields into which bacteriology 
reaches, and which- sooner or late 
must call for te services of energetic 
young men. We refer particularly to 
the application of bacteriology to in- 
tensive crop production. The question 
of crop rotation and the production of 
high yields in the future must depend 
on a thorough knowledge of the soil 
and the best means of maintaining its 
fertility, especially its nitrogen supply. 
Already the alarmiets have told us that 
in a few years the available nitrogen 
supply is likely to become so dimin- 
ished as to seriously threaten man's 
welfare. We do not share in this view. 
for science is now pointing a way for 
supplying nitrogen in quantities suffi- 
cient for all practical purposes. As 
the government works at the great 
principles underlying such matters, the 
individual, if far-seeing, energetic and 
ambitious, can find many promising 
openings for the utilization of his 
training. experience and knowledge. 
OPPORTUNITIES FOR TRAINING. 
In this hasty review we have been 
able to touch on only a few of the more 
important fields wherein 4 knowledge 


broader term, the science of plant 
growth—can be u'flized by the practica! 
man in a business way. In closing we 
only wish to call attention to the op- 
portunities now afforded young men 
for attaining knowledge ich a few 
years ago was difficult or in many cases 
impossible to secure. The universities 
in man parts of the country have 
been quick to recognize the practical 
advantages of training young men in 
the directions mentioned, and there 
are now excellent opportunities of- 
fered in many places for cheaply se- 
curing a technical training in botanical 
as well as other lines. The agricultural 
colleges have done a t deal toward 
training young men this practical 
field, and the development of cul- 
tural experiment stations a the 
need for thoroughly competent men to 
conduct their work has awakened an 
interest very stimulating in its effect. 
More recently the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, through Sec- 
retary Wilson, has made it possible 
for young men and women graduates 
from agricultural colleges to obtain «d- 
vanced technical training which will 
add much to the interest in the work 
we have been discussing, Secretary Wi- 
sons plan makes it possible for grad- 
untes of agricultural colleges to come 
to the department as scientific aids. 
They are expected to serve at least 
two years under the direction of ad- 
vanced workers, and at the end of that 
time, if competent; opportunity is of- 
fered them for higher 2 either in 
the department or outside. Young men 
should ponder these matters and re- 
member that success in any of the 
lines suggested can be obtained only 
by persistent effort and attention to 
every @*tail that may arise.

UNTER DEN LINDEN MENACED. 


Emperor William to Require Plans of 
All Architectural Projects in Berlin to 
Be Submitted to Him. 


IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 


LONDON, Oct. 3.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Berlin correspondent of the 
Times says the main difficulties be- 
tween Emperor William and the repre- 
sentatives of the city of Berlin have 
been thrown into the background by 
the dispute regarding the advisability 
of permitting tram lines to cross Unter 
den Linden, Berlin's principal and most 
beautiful thoroughfare. 

Most people sympathize with the 
Kaiser's determination to prevent Un- 
der den Linden being disfigured. The 
question, however, has now assumed a 
more serious aspect, since it is learned 
that certain exalted personages led the 
Berlin magistrates to believe that the 
Kaiser approved their scheme, and the 
municipality bought the tramway sys- 
tems from Herren Siemens and Halske 
for 10,000,000 marks ($2,280,000.) 

The incident is regarded as another 
proof of the lack of regular personal 
Intercourse between Emperor William 
and his ministers. It is stated that the 
Kaiser has now given orders that the 
plane for every architectural project in 
Berlin are to be submitted to him. 
Even the journals most strongly fa- 
voring the government dissent from 
this decision.
